They 
are tedious, but when carefully made, are a bet- 
ter representation of the nateral fruit than any 
imitaton I have ever seen 
The raspberry is made in the same way, only 
coloring the wax for the seeds red instead of 
black.

By the way, this isa 
good cement for mending broken crockery- 
ware, and even for stopping leaks in metallic 
vessels; likewise it would make a good substi- 
tute for plaster, if this should not be easy to get, 
in making moulds for fruit.

Narivrrr.—It has been satisfactorily ascer- 
tained that no less than three distinct waves of 
emigration have passed from Asia into Europe.

The third stream of popa- 
lation which poured into Europe from the East 
was the Sclavonian, who penetrated into Hun- 
gary. But we will consider the second class— 
the Scythian or Gothic race.
